The body of one m an, unknown, was 
blown through a house over 700 feet 
from the plant.

A Whale's Terrific Battle With a 


School of Thrashers. 


AN AWE INSPIRING CONTEST. 


The Unequal F igh t W a s Ended by the 


Death cf the Courageous 
M am m al, 


W h o W a s T orn to Shreds by Her 


Ferocious Assailants. 


E arly one m orning while engaged in 
building new q u arters for the light­ 
house keeper a t Breaksea island, near 
Iiottuest, W estern A ustralia, the con­ 
tractor and his men noticed a bull 
whale, with a cow and calf, passing 
the island some distance off. 
They 
w atched them with Interest for awhile, 
noting the im m ense size of the tw o 
pa rem s and the methodical regularity 
w ith which colum ns of w ater rose 
from their blowholes and then resum ­ 
ed their labors. 
An hour or so later—about 9 o'clock. 
to he exact—the men wore startled by 
an 
extraordinary 
noise, 
apparently 
coming from the eastern eDd of the is­ 
land. a noise unlike anything they had 
ever 
heard before. 
Dropping their 
tools and staring tow ard the east, 
they beheld such a sight as it falls to 
the 
lot r f few 
people 
to 
witness. 
T here, not 500 yards from the shore, 
w as being waged a battle to the death 
—a fight be ween the great cow whale 
previously m *n and a school of th ra sh ­ 
e r sharks. 
The calf w as sw im m ing 
about distractedly, but the old bull 
bad disappeared, having basely desert­ 
ed his family at the first approach of 
danger. 
T he sharks, as though acting in ac­ 
cordance with some preconcerted plan, 
had completely surrounded the two 
w hales and, apparently realizing th a t 
nothing was to be feared from the 
calf, concentrated all their efforts upon 
th e cow.

disabled—but the rem ainder rushed in 
undismayed, tearing viciously at the 
m am m al’s' bleeding flanks or butting 
her with the force of b attering rams. 
Presently the spellbound spectators 
realized tw o facts—first, th a t the calf 
had disappeared in the melee aud, sec- | 
ond. th a t the tortured w hale was un- 
I 
d ou bted ly becoming weaker. 
It was 
obvious 
that 
the 
unequal 
struggle 
could 
have only one ending. 
Still. ! 
however, she fought on doggedly, win- i 
ning adm iration aud sym pathy by her i 
exhibition of hopeless courage. 
Alter- | 
lug her tactics, by a suprem e effort she 
hurled her whole great bulk clear of 
the w ater for a moment, and the fasci­ 
nated 
onlookers 
beheld 
the 
sharks 
hanging from 
various 
parts of her 
gleam ing body by their serrated teeth. 
T hen dow n she w ent again with a 
crash like thunder, and for an instant 
w hale and shark s were burled am id 
m asses of foam, heavily colored with 
the poor m am m al’s lifeblood. 
Rising 
again, she essayed another change of 
plan, making fur the rocks and desper­ 
ately striving to rub off the clinging 
sh ark s against their edges. 
But the 
th rash ers were equal to the occasion. 
While those on the outside maintained 
their grip, the others dived under their 
enem y and charged her anew , tearing 
a t the whale’s side In an ecstasy of 
ferocity th at was bloodcurdling to w it­ 
ness. 


• More 
and 
more feeble 
grew 
tile 
w hale's struggles, and at last, to the 
heartfelt relief of the spectators, for 
ber death fight had been terrible to be­ 
hold. the great body turned over and 
sank beneath the red tinted water. 
T he unequal battle was over, having 
lasted from 9 o’clock until noon, as 
aw e inspiring a contest as man was 
ever privileged to witness. 
The men 
w ent back to their work greatly im ­ 
pressed by the unique spectacle, and 
expressions of sym pathy for the whale 
were heard on every side. 
Forty-eight 
hours 
afterw ard 
the 
w hale's body, which bad in the m ean­ 
tim e become distended with gas, rose 
to the surface and exploded with a 
roar like a m iniature powder maga- 
xine. causing the startled people to 
rush to the shore to discover w hat had 
happened. 
On exam ination of the re­ 
m ains it was discovered that every 
•bred of the outer flesh of the whale 
had been torn off by the sharks, who 
had doubtless gone off to repeat their 
tactics upon som e other hapless levia­ 
th a n .—Victor Pitt-K ethley In St. Louis 
P ost-Dispatch.

Interesting Facts That Were Un­ 


earthed by Bill Nye. 


HIS STUDY OF SKY SCIENCE. 


The 
Humorist's 
Researches 
Shed 
a 
Flood of 
Brilliant 
Light Upon the 


Peculiar Traits of the “Astronomical 
Parodies on the Planets.” 


The famous American humorist. Bill 
Nye, wrote the followiug article on the 
traits of comets for the San Francisco 
Argonaut. In which it w as published 
a number o f years ago: 
The comet is a kind of astronomical 
parody on the planet. 
Comets look 
some like planets, but they are thin­ 
ner and do not hurt so hard when they 
hit anybody as a planet does. 
The 
comet was so called because it had 
hair on it. I believe, but o f late years 
the baldheaded comet is giving just 
as good satisfaction everywhere. 
The characteristic features of the 
comet are a nucleus, a nebulous light 
or coma and usually a luminous train 
or tall worn high 
Sometimes several 
tails are observed on one comet, but 
this occurs only In flush times. 
When I was young I used to think 
I would like to be a comet In the sky, 
up above the world so high, 
with 
nothing to do but loaf around and play 
with the little new laid planets and 
have a good time, but now I can see 
where 
I 
was 
wrong. 
Comets also 
have their troubles, their perihelions, 
their hyperbolas and their parabolas. A 
little over 300 years ag'* Ty cho Brahe 
discovered that comets were extrane­ 
ous to our atmosphere, and since then 
times have improved. 
I can see that 
trade Is steadier and potatoes run less 
to tops than they did before.' 
Soon after that they discovered that 
comets all had more or less periodici­ 
ty. 
Nobody knows how they get it 
All the astronomers had been w atch­ 
ing them day and night and didn’t 
know when they were exposed, but 
there was no time to talk and argue 
over the question. 
There were 200 or 
300 comets all down with It at once. 
It w as an exciting time. 
Comets sometimes live to a great 
age. 
This shows that the night air is 
not so Injurious to the health as mauy 
people would have us believe. 
The 
great cornet of 1080 is supposed to 
have been the one that was noticed 
about tile time of Caesar’s death. 44 
B. C.. and -nill when It appeared in 
N ew to n s time. 1,700 years after its 
firsr grand farewell tour. Ike said that 
it was very well preserved indeed and 
seemed to have retained all its facul­ 
ties in good shape. 
A late writer on astronomy said that 
the substance of tile nebulosity and 
the 
tail 
is of almost 
inconceivable 
tenuity. 
He said tills, and then death 
came to his relief. 
Another writer says of the cornet and 
Its tail that "tile curvature of the lat­ 
ter and the acceleration of the periodic 
time In the case of Encke’s comet In­ 
dicate their being affected by a resist­ 
ing medium which has never been ob­ 
served lo have the slightest influence 
on the planetary periods.” 
I do not fully agree with the emi­ 
nent 
authority, 
though 
be 
may 
be 
right. 
Much fear has been the result 
of tile comet's appearance ever since 
the world began, and it is as good a 
thing to worry about as anything I 
know of. 
If we could get close to a 
comet without frightening it away we 
would find that we could walk through 
it anywhere as we could through the 
glare of a torchlight procession. 
We 
should so live that we will not be 
ashamed to look a comet in the eye, 
however. 
Let us pay up our newspa­ 
per subscription aud lead such lives 
that when the comet strikes we will be 
ready. 
Some worry a good deal about the 
chances for a big comet to plow into 
the sun some dark, rainy night and 
thus bust up the whole universe. 
I 
wish that 
was all 
I 
had to 
worry 
about—the comet’s crashing into the 
sun and knocking its daylights out. 
There Is much iu the great field of 
astronomy that is discouraging to the 
savant who hasn’t the time or mean* 
to rummage through the heavens. 
At 
tim es I am almost hopeless and feel 
like saying to tho great, yearnful. hun­ 
gry world: 
“Grope on forever. 
Do not ask me 
for another scientific fact. 
Find it out 
yourself. 
Hunt up your own new laid 
planet* and let me have a rest. 
Never 
ask me again to sit up all night and 
take care of the newborn world while 
you lie in bed and reek not.”

plating the construction of a big 
electric supply plant, where tile old 
station stood. 
When the board has these esti­ 
mates before it in addition to tie1 
proposition ot the Little Falls water 
power company to supply current at 
cents per kilowatt it will be in a 
position to make a selection intelli­ 
gently and for the best interests of 
the city. 
The engineer will also submit to 
the board estimates on the installa­ 
tion of a new water plant, figuring 
on the cost of obtaining the watcl­ 
at the various sources of supply that 
have been suggested and discussed in 
the past. 
He is now quite familiar 
with the water situation as he had 
previously made estimates 
for 
the 
Minnesota Water company to rebuild 
the plant and obtain a new source 
of supply.

FORBES A DARING AERONAUT. 


Former N arrow 
Escape of Balloonist 
Wrecked Near Center, Ky. 
T he 
Viking, 
in 
w hich 
A. 
H olland 
Forbes, vie** president o f the Aero Club 
o f Am erica ami resident o f N e w York, 
met with bis latest aerial wreck near 
Center, Ivy., Is said to be the largest 
balloon in existence, having a g a s ca­ 
pacity o f 85.000 cubic feet. 
Many tim es Mr. 
Forbes, w ho is a 
daring balloonist, bas been near death. 
H e has met with several other acci­ 
dents iii bis air v o y a g in g that would 
have discouraged a n y one less in love 
with the sport. 
In October o f MXIM he 
entered Ills balloon Conqueror in the 
International balloon rnce that started 
from Berlin.

Fortunately the big silk bag formed a 
port o f parachute and let them d ow n 
easily enough to escap e w ith only bro­ 
ken limbs. 
Forbes' best flight w a s m ade in Oc­ 
tober of last year. w hen, with Max 
Fleischm ann of Cincinnati, he won the 
La hill cup for the longest flight o f the 
year. 
Starting from St. Louis on Oct. 
12, the balloon lauded near Richmond, 
X'a.. the n ex t afternoon, having cov­ 
ered the 731 m iles in nineteen and a 
quarter hours. 
Forbes said at the tim e 
that he had ballast enough to have 
continued his flight, but that w h en he 
got w ithin sigh t of the A tlantic ocean 
he decided to land at once aud not run 
the risk o f lieing carried out to sea.
